But two sliort iiuiiiths ago and the 
world w;is Biii|,'iiig the pi'aiaus of Henry 
Villurd, till! oi'ijiaiiizor of tho Northorn 
Pacific ivjiiliuiul Ciiuj|i;uiy and several 
kindred ontcn-|>:'i.ses which have fcir tliuir 
aim the dcvclopniL'iit of the Xcirtlu>rii 
Pacific coast. 'I'li-day tli'i iim.st uii]ii>|ndar 
man in two honii.siiluin.'s is t'tuiry Villurd. 
He ia a broken idol. Uia Huliunma, vrhilu 
tboy are Hupponnd to have ouriched him, 
have ruined all his personal friends and 
Bubjootod every mie v, li.i placotl confidence 
iu his jud^ineut to u'rirvou.s lusf). Men 
apeak in worda of dee|) cDiidomiiation cf 
the man who a short while since they wor 
shipped. Tlie panic rcsiiltini; from the 
fall of Villard is fur reneliiiiL' and para- 
lyzing, riie city cf I'lirtland is a .'iuU'eror 
to the tune of JrH.DtJO.OUO. S.iinerif it.s sub- 
stantial men e.itiinato their lusaes far intn 
the six tiyures, and tliurn are utlioin wlin, 
accounted rich two iiionths ao;o, have 
loat everything. The city of lioston with 
a population of 500,000 waa ii Hrni be- 
liever in Henry Villard. It.s citizcii.s ha.'f 
lost §18,000,000— .^30 t'l t-ach iiihabuaut. 
But Portland ^vl(ll a |uipulatiuii of 35,000 
loses more than s200 to the inliahitaiit. 
Now York ia a liuiivy victim. D. O. Mills 
is out S'500,000 and many other capital iat.s 
are BSeoted to a similar extent. As is 
usual in such cases one hears only of sums 
that the lar;4e holdei-H h ivo dropped 
The smaller fry, who have lost fr' ".'; a 
few hundred dollars lo tifty thoasand in 
tho general crash, are furj^otton. Tiioy 
arc not taken into account. The (lernian 
and English iuvoator.-? in (he various 
stocks maiupulated by Villard (who ia a 
German) have been tightly squeezed and 
many are hopelessly mvolvfd. .•Vnviiig 
the gueata of ^'illal■tl wIkmi hu vibitud ^'^c■ 
toiia two years and a half,,^ngo were a 
German minister of the crown and two 
wealthy members of the British parlia- 
ment. Anuliigst his more recent i,'iuist.s 
were Hon. SaokvilKi NS'cst, l!riii:di ani- 
baaaador at Washington, and many olhi^r 
diatinguifihod Europcana as well aa Amer- 
icAns. General Uraiit,wh<i wa.s one f/f the 
guests, stayed behind, at Tacoma and 
tamed back home. It was said at tho 
time that ho left Ihc p.triy because ho be- 
came jealous of the adulation that waa 
bestowed on Villard while the ^reat cap- 
tain himself was Ecarccly noticed. As the 
Scriptural war horse is said to Bceiic the 
battle from afar may not the [general 
have detected amid the pomp and tinso! 
that enveloped the Villard schemes the 
lurking devil of desolation \ It ia said that 
it was while on (iovbriiinont street in tlii.s 
city that Villard, wlnli; Burr(jurulud by hia 
admiring guestSjreceived the telegram from 
New York y'bich apprised him that his 
career as a financier waa drawing to a 
close. Everyone will remember how ho 
hurried on board the steamer that had 
brought him to this shore and hastened 
back to SSoattle; how while there that he 
declined a public demonstration and that 
when he reached Tauomit* a speccial car 
waa in waitiu;; to carry him back in hut 
haste to New York, which he had left a 
few days before in the full llasli of finan- 
cial and manly vij^'ur. The end ia l)efijre 
the world, Villard lie.s al lii.-j liou.se- 
the most ma":nilir.eiit tm the continent- - 
prostrated with nervouH (;.\liau.stioi!, it is 
said, but probably afraid to face his indignant 
victima, who had left him blindly to con- 
trol tho gigantic acheiries which have end- 
ed so disastrou.sly. His personal property 
is said by some to be heavily encumbered; 
■ but there are others who declare that he 
gambled on his own downfall — sold 
"short" when the stocks were liigii and 
filled his eni;ai;oinenta when the panic 
came, thus reali/.ini,' millions liy his own 
default. There has been no such tlisaster 
since thesoutiiern w.ar broke out in IHOl. 
"when trade waa suddenly paiulyzeti and 
values sank to zero. Tho failure of Juy 
Cooke & Co. and the collapse of the first 
Northern Pacific railroad acheine in 1873 
precipitated the panic t)f that year. The 
same concern has inllicted fearfid lusaea 
in 1883. The end no man cm fors.'e.

Con. 



To TiiK EwTOK. — I should scarcely ask 
to trouble you any farther upon this ques - 
tion after you have by a substitution and 
ex[)lanation of terms stated what you 
meant exactly in the recent editorial 
which you allowed- me to criticise, were u 
not that you seem to assume that teinpcu-- 
anee people hold a doctrine which tboy 
really do not. In my criticisms of your 
article I was trying to show the implica- 
tions of some of your terms and the 
positions they seemed to commit you to. 

I do not understand that the temperance 
people condemn those who honestly can- 
not see their way to give up the use of 
drink, or that they ask them to give it up 
u|ion the ground that its use is necessarily 
injiiriou.s. 'J'hey are, 1 think, not prepar- 
ed t(j degniati>:o in this direction. It is 
really u ([uoation in debate amongst theni- 
sulves and, therefore, cannot be at preseui 
a lit aiibjoct for dogmatism. 

Nevertlielcaa the cumulative evidence 
from scientific investigation is fii-st making 
it probable that soon the protests of physi- 
ological law will demand the dogmatic 
teaching that although, as the genius of 
degeneration, alcohol may in a sense be 
said to be "natural" as a product along 
tlie lines of natural law, yet as a guest in 
the human stomach it is anything but in 
the |.ilace where nature intended it to be, 
and that its operations there, although 
still under unrepealable natural law, arc all 
111 favor of the guest and against the man 
w ho entertains it. Meantime we wait for 
further iluvelopineiits ia this field. 

I'ho real ground upon which I under- 
stand temperance people to refrain, and 
upon which they ask others to n^l'rain 
from the use of intoxisatiiig drinks, is en- 
tirely dill'eront from this and may be very 
concisely and forcibly pnt in the language 
of the Hon. Neal Dow in answer to a 
queaticui put to him in England by a 
rector of the English Church, as follows; 

The Kector said, — "Mr. Dow, do you 
(temperance people) hold that to drink a 
glass of wiiie la a sin for us?" 

Mr. Dow replied,-- "We Bay nothing of 
that; but this is our view. An intelligent 
man must know something of the .sin, 
shame, crime and horror which in this 
country come from intonipuratice. IJo 
must know that intemperance comes from 
the drinking habits of society. He must 
know also that these are uphold and 
perpotuiited by tho example and influence 
of tho hotter classes of the people. For a 
man who knows all this to lend the influ- 
cncu of his G::aniple to uphold the customs 
whence ull this riiisohiof coraeB,is a mortal 
sin. VVo hold it to boa primary Christian 
duty so to liT«i^that i{;aU' the .World should 
follow our o.xamplb no harm could 
come from it. If our example of ftutal 
abatiiionce should be adopted by all the 
v/orld, the sin, shame, crime and intiiute 
misery coming from intemperance would 
cease in a day and tho world would be ro- 
iioved of nine-tenths of the wrotcliediieM 
by which it is now cursed." Tho rector, 
Air. Dow says, made no reply. 

I have thus assumed to correct a mi.s.-i])- 
prehotision which ia widely pi evalent as to 
the ground the temperance people really 
do take Upon thia point And thiu remiuds 
mo of another misapprehenaioh'tbkt seems 
to need correction, vis, a report that ap- 
deared in The ColonUt a short time ain»i>

"dough-faces." I can only say that I waa 
wrongly reported to you, as far as that 
epithet waa concerned.

— The report in yester- 
day's Staiiilard of the arrest of iMr. On- 
dordouk under a writ of capias, obtained 
in"~ connection with a dispided account, 
seems an outrage of so innnjtrous a char- 
actor that I think the public are entitled 
to known how it can possibly have arisen. 
If such a thing can bo juatitiod by the 
existing state of the law it ia essential to 
the welfare of all that such a law bo abro- 
gated at once, aud the local logialaturc 
bein]^ ih session it is an opportune time 
for taking action thereon . 

I understand that the law of ]iroceeding 
by writ, of capias does not extoiul to tho 
inainhind of liritiah Columbia, so that ita 
existence on Vancouver Island ia in any 
case a anomaly, and. this anomaly is made 
the more glaring by the ditdrict judge of 
New Westminster being the judge by 
whom the procoediugs in Mr.Onderdonk'B 
caae was authorized. 

A law to prevent absconding debtoin 
from uvading their debts iaa very aalutory 
one, and ahould bo a terror to evil doers; 
but if its provisions roiidor it applicable to 
such a case as reported in the Standard it 
should he abrogated or at least modiGcd 
without delay. 

Inipriamiment for debt liaa been aboliah- 
ed, aiiiuiig other barbarisms, for years 
past; but hero we find a man of undoubted 
lionor and integrity, who had given every 
intimation of his proposed leaving on a 
business trip to tho eastern provinces al- 
lowed to go without any warning on board 
the steamer with hia wife and family, 
literally dragged from his bed and from 
his wife and alooiiiug children to be taken 
ill charge by a ahoritra otlicer snd lodged 
in the precincts of the common prison I I 

The proceedings taken are initiated be- 
fore tiie judge after midnight on Sunday, 
and process served at a time when no aa- 
aistaneo cmild be obtained by the unfor- 
tunate juU'erer (-1.30 a. m ), and the 
whole thing dealt with as if the man 
was guilty of some dastardly crime that 
made it of the highest importance to per- 
mit no delay in the proceedings to prevent 
the eacapo of the criminal. 

The person on whose behalf the pro- 
ouodings wore taken iirohable acted within 
his rights and U[)jii th.e advice of hia so- 
licitors; but that is entirely beside the 
queaUon. Ue had in any event his right 
of proceeding in the ordinary course, and 
upon his debt being proved tho oourt 
would give judgment in hia favor, aud 
there is not tho least groun^l to doubt 
as to tho suflicioncy of assets owned by 
the debtor upon which tho judgment 
when obtained could be levied. 

Jlr. Onderdoiik certainly could not bo 
regarded aa leaving the Country to evade 
his dolits, aa it is well known that his 
contract in the provinces involves millions 
of capital, ■Old that abundant security for 
their complete fulfilment has been lodged 
with the Diuninion (iovernment; ao it ap- 
pears that as tho law now stands any of 
us whose business calls us away from Vic- 
toria is liable to bo subjected to the same 
iiitolorable indignity and summary inter- 
fereuce with his froodora as that which 
ovurtook him.

DiiojioKK, Jan. 2. — Meetings of bo(h 
Nationalists and t)raiigeinon are being 
held. , Twenty thouaand people are at a 
meeting of fhu Orangemen. All tho ma- 
giatratea of the county are here and thore 
is great esoitement. J. D. Sullivan and 
W. O'Brien, meinbora of parliament, and 
also members of the organizing commit- 
tee of the national league, are directing 
the movementa uf the N'ationaliata. Three 
Nationalist baiidameii have been arrested 
for carrying rovolvora. The mass meetiiiga 
of Orangeman and Nationalista are hold 
ill full view of ouch other. One band of 
Natioiuiliata marched from a Catholic 
chapel in military order. Nationalists of 
Uillick in marching into Dromoro en- 
countered an Orange procession. The 
Orangemon charged upon the Nationalists 
but tho military separated the combat- 
ants and proceeded to clear the streota. 
The rioting whs icrriblo, and several men 
were stabbed to death. The (Grange meet- 
ing was held in a field close to Dromore, 
and about 20,000 were present. Grand 
Steward Kno.\ presided. He accuaed the 
government of endeavoring to obtain a 
Parnellito vote by prohibiting loyal and 
allowing Parnellito meetings. A reso- 
lution (vas [lansed o[)posiiig the er.tension 
of the franchise m Ireland. The action of 
the I'ovornnieiit was condemned in allow- 
ing aedilioua moutinga in Ulster opposing 
homo rule in Ireland, and endorsing Lord 
Rossmore's action at Iloaslea. Among 
tho speakers were Lord George 
Hamilton, Mayor Hamilton, Lord Claude 
Hamilton. 

Tho Xationalinl meeting was held in a 
tiold opposite and tho rival parties were 
kept apart by large bodies of cavalry, in- 
fantry and police. Even this force waa 
hardly able io prevent a collision. The 
National meeting waa attended by 20,000 
people and the usual speeches aupporting 
the objects of the league were delivered. 
When the meotinga wore breaking up in 
the evening several attempts were made 
to attack each other, but the Lancers, 
Huasars, infantry and police prevented 
serioua disorders. In an attempt of the 
troopa to diaporse the crowd a young man 
named McOuiii waa woundeil in tho abdo- 
men with a bayonot. It ia tlmught he will 
die. Another man wasaerioualy wounded. 
Great confusion prevailed at llyo Sta- 
tion, while the various delegations were 
boarding the trains to return homo. The 
Orangemon sang " God Save the t,>ueeii," 
"Rule Urittania" tind other patriotic 
songs, and cheered the tjueen antl troops. 
Attor the close of the meeting, despite the 
eflbrts of the magistratea, the (.Iraiigemen 
by a detour acroaa tho lields camo to with- 
in a short distance of tho Nationalists, and 
a suriou.s tight was v.aged between the 
two parties for some time diiriny which 
the cavalry ami infai.dry charged several 
tiuioa. Revolver shots were discharged, 
atones thrown aud sticks freely used. The 
fight ended only after tho Hussars and 
Lanccra bud charged across fields and 
wounded a number of Orangemen. The 
infantry with fixed bayonets escorted the 
Nationalists beyond tho reach of tho 
Orangemen. 

London, Jan. 2 — Ten minor failures in 
the iron trade are reported in Birmingham. 
There have been other amall failures in 
the same trade elBowhere,

ToBONTO,Out.,Jan. 2. — One of the most 
harrowing calamities that has happened 
ill this neighborhood for a long time oc- 
curred On the Oritiid Trunk railway subur- 
ban train lust oveniiif,'. .At station 34 a 
car was attached tilled witli employJjB from 
the bolt works wlio lived in the city and 
wore conveyed to . their daily labor by 
means of the trains stopping for thorn op- 
posite to their work. After turning a 
curve at Parkdalo boundary a freight tr.tin 
was observed couiiuK citywnrrl, but the 
irnpotua of both trains was too nuicli to 
allow the brnkesnien to no their duty in 
time, and the result was a fi arful ainash- 
up ending in a sliocking tragedy. Ninotoon 
men employed at tlie bolt works are re- 
ported killed and -0 or ,'JO wounded. The 
conductor of the freight train, George 
Barber, is rcspoiiaible for the accident as 
he was ruiiii'iif; liid train witliout oi-ders. 
He has been arrested. Last accounts put 
the number of dead at 27. Many of the 
wounded are not o.xpeotod to recover. An 
inquest was haUl tiii.s afternoon and a jury 
impanelled. The allair casts a gloom over 
the whole city. 'I'he womuled are iyinu 
in the hospital. 

CulcAoo, Jan. 2. - -News by Toronto 
special at 7 o'clock aays : This morning a 
suburban train bearing about 50 men to 
their work at Humber, was run into by a 
special train cnining east at a frij^htful 
speed. Tlio dunuuy (•nyine was driven 
into thecals u.icd for suburban tratllc and 
the escaping ale;iin ami liot water scalded 
the men in the uioat horrible manner. .-V 
fire also resulted from the collision and 
several of the poor fellows were roasted 
to death. A special car wm run out to 
the scene of disaster as quickly as possible 
and the unfortunates conveyed to town 
where conveymices carried them to the 
h'X'-pital. There were 27 killed ouuight 
snd 52 wounded. The men were packed 
in the car sitting around the stove talking 
about lioliday plouaures, etc. The scene 
at the accident v.aa moat pitiful. The men 
wore mo.st horrildy mutilated and Iiuman 
bodies wore mingled with the wreck 
suffering terribly, and tlio groans from the 
injured were heartrending. .Several had 
their legs caught in the wreck while their 
heads Wore protruding from the burning 
pile, their log.s being gradually roasted. 
Others who had been scalded ai'.d after- 
wards extricated iinpioroil tiiose standing 
about to throw water over tlieir wouiid.i. 
One man had both his eyes burned out 
and all his fingers burned off. He lay dy- 
ing in tliB snow, waving the stump of his 
hands shouting at the top of his voice.

ToROKTO, Jan. 2 — Just before reaching 
the bolt works the engineer saw a freight 
train comii>K thundering down the track 
towards him. lie reversed his engine and 
blew a warning and witli the lirtjinan 
jumped for life. 'I'iie cunductur lu'ard t ho 
warning and Blioutiiig, ".luni]), bi.ya, for 
your life," itunped into the snow. In a 
Becond more tliero was a tcriflic craali. 
The engine of tlic froiglit tr.tin knocked 
the boiler of tlie dmnniy clear Ihiough 
the first car, erui;hing tiie unfortunate 
pasaengors in every direction and pinning 
. many to the floor. The impetus was so 
■^eiit that the engine actually mounted 
the dummy, which kept the rails and re- 
mained on the balance. The onginour of 
the freight train when he saw the col - 
lision inevitable sprang from the engine, 
but the fireman was killed instantly. To 
add to the horror of the scene thu boiler 
of the dummy exploded and the steam 
scalded and carried death or terrible in- 
jirpies to the mangled and bleeding Dien. 
The 'fire, as if madJeucd by the otiicr 
agencies clutching so many victims, br.ike 
out and completed the sickening 
work of destruction. Shrieks, groans, 
and heartrending cries for help frutn the 
agonized suilorcra rent the air. Several 
.poor fellows, sullering untold ugoiiiiis 
<with limbs uitd bodies burned to a crisp, 
pi^eoutly'iihplqred those near tlicm to 
pour Water upon their scalded limbs or 
end their sufferings. Kvery possible 
phase of dieBguration was to ho soen. 
Limbs cut, brusod and mangled, or half 
eaten av ay by fire and swollen to an en- 
ormous size by the steam. No possible 
horror was left to tlie imagination. ^I'o 
more awful scene could be witnessed. 
The first paasonger car i.s a terrible wreck 
»nd several hours el.ipsed before tiie |ioor 
fellows buried beneath the debris could be 
extracted. A largo crowd had gathered 
and aa one aftei another of the dead and 
grounded were carried front the car to the

ViENjfA, Jan. 2.— Last night .Johannea 
Kirch, in the workingmen'a quarter of 
tho city, was the scene of a terrible pitnic 
and confusii>n. Such a scandal ha.s not 
been witnoased in Vienna since the burn- 
ini; of the llin;,; Theatre. .-V Jesuit priest 
named llumerle was preaching u mi.ssion 
sermon to an enormous audience, n major- 
ity of whom were women and children. 
Suddenly a crowd of excited workingnieii 
broke violently into the church shouting 
"Down with tho ,Io9uit.s," Biuiislung doors, 
windows and chairs, tearing the robes oil' 
a Jesuit pricEt and throwing a paving 
stone at father liainerle and damaging 
the altar and imaj;e.i. After severe Inind- 
ling the priests niaiiaged to escape and 
concealed tlieinsolvcs in the Sacrisli. 
Meanwhile tho wa.K tapers on the altar 
falling about caused a blaze; this was e.v- 
tinguished, but a nmst fearful panic en- 
sued. Women and cliildron were stiiice;:- 
ed, crushed aud trampled upon, and throe 
dead bodies have been iduntilicd. Sev- 
eral persona wore severoly and probabl3' 
fatally injured. For some time past 
great ill-feeling has existed bolweon tho 
workingmeu and the Jesuits. The work- 
inginen complain that Father Hamorlo, 
who is very eloquent, preaches between 
7 and 10 o'clock in the evening, and that 
all the women and children m the neigh- 
borhood tlockod to hear him instesd of 
staying at home and cooking theirfuipperi:. 
This was tho inimcdiale i;aus(! of the scan- 
dal. Father llamerlo last night was "the 
glory of the poor Christians" in the midst 
of a wildernoas of aocialiam. .SimultaT!- 
eously with llio attack upon tho church, 
thousands of socalist procl.imatii-ns ^vere 
distributed throughout the city. Tlie 
church was literally torn in pieces, and 
everything in tho interior was destroyed. 
The floor here and there was marked with 
blood-stains, and is still covered with 
socalist proclainatioMR, lorn prayer books, 
liats, bonots, shoes and clothing. Dur- 
the liavoc two woineti gave birth to child- 
ren. Archbishop Gonglhauer has ordered 
the profaned church to be again consecrat- 
ed. A dozen arreats have been made and 
great excitement prevails.

"I'liis 
morning Judge Swan received an otlicial 
invitation from Hon. John Robson, pro- 
vincial secretary, to deliver a lecture in 
Victoria at such time and place as m.ay be 
aelected; the preliminarioa to be arranged 
on the part of the governniont of British 
Columbia by Hon. W. F. Tolmie. Judge 
Swan informs ua .that as aoon ua he can 
prepare a lecture, and draw a map on a 
large scale auitmble to the looturo room, 
he will accede to the request of tho pro- 
vincial authorities.

'I'lie fish 
guano is prepared from tho oil'al of tho 
cannery and tho oil works, and is ground 
up as fine coarse meal and ia inodorous. 
This is to be tested in the^botanical gar- 
don at VVoahington, and by other experi- 
ments under direction of tho agricultural 
bureau.
